construe them differently—perhaps to save fifty 
cents expense, they have got swne ignoramus to 
draw up the contract, and his ignorant blunders 
have made an agreement different from the one 
contemplated. 
Mankind are also selfish, unjust 


and lawless—and when they find that they have 
made an unfortunate bargain, instead of going to 
the opposite party, frankly acknowledging its 
binding obligations, but honorably seeking to be 
released, 01 quietly submitting to its consequences 
—they loo often prefer to misrepresent, quibble, 
and try the fortune of legal contest. They go 
to an attorney, tell him one side of the case, but 
from ignorance, negligence or design, keep back 
important tacts, which are ultimately the means 
ot their losing their cause—and then, ten to one, 
the lawyer is blamed for the result. 


All these things are more or less modified ac- 


cording to the education, morals, habits, circum- 
stances, and associations of the several parties. 
Heretofore, intemperance, great facilities ot cred- 
it, wild speculations, and subsequent embarrass- 
ments, have all contributed to the increase of un- 
wise litigation—but for several years past, the 
great reduction ot intemperance and of indebted- 
ness, the experience of the people, and the pru-
